Masked  Robbers  at  Work. 

Eberhard  Bellman,  an  eccentric  old 
German,  lived  alone  in  Giles’  Hollow, 
near  Roseville,  Pa. ,  for  several  years, 
and  aa  he  bad  received  money  from  Ger¬ 
many  at  stated  periods  and  neither  spent 
it  all  nor  invested  it  in  any  way,  the  m- 
ferenoe  was  that  he  secreted  it. 
man  goes  to  bed  at  8  :30  o’clock  in  the 
evening,  not  only  looking  his  doors,  but 
barricading  the  front  door  with  a  heavy 
bar,  and  the  back  door  with  a  heavy 
chest.  At  abont  six  o’clock  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  he  was  called  from  his  bed  by  some 
one  who  said  he  was  freezing.  Bellman 
raised  one  comer  of  his  window  curtain 
and  looked  out.  He  saw  too  large  men 
masked  and  armed  with  dubs.  Bellman 
instantly  decided  to  escape  by  the  back 
way,  and,  hastily  putting  on  his  panta¬ 
loons,  he  pushed  his  chest  away  from 
the  back  door,  drew  tbe  bolts  and  sprang 
out.  He  was  seized  and  before  he  could 
utter  a  cry  a  large  hand  was  clapped  over 
his  mouth.  His  aaptor  whistled,  and 
the  two  men  ran  to  him  from  in  front  of 
the  house.  He  was  taken  back  into  the 
house  and  gagged  and  bound. 

The  robbers  then  tacked  a  bed  qwlt 
to  each  window,  and  then  struck  a  light. 
They  tied  Bellman  in  a  ohair,  and  then 
began  to  ransack  the  house.  They 
emptied  his  chest  and  scattered  its  con¬ 
tents  on  the  floor,  finding  about  $200  in 
*  open  a  straw  tick

gold.  They  ripped  __ 
and  found  $200  in  greenbacks.

money,  they  threatened  Bellman’s  life 
if  he  did  not  tell  them  where  the  rest  of 
his  money  was;  but  he  would  not. 
Then  they  sprinkled  him  with  kerosene 
oil,  and  piled  straw  and  paper  under  his 
ohair,  and  set  fire  to  it,  threatening  to 
bum  him  te  death,  and  he  yielded.  He 
told  them  where  $2,000  was  hidden,  and 
after  he  had  sworn  on  a  Bible  that  that 
was  his  all,  they  took  it  and  went  away, 
leaving  him  bound  in  his  chair. 

Bellman  invariably  visited  the  village 
every  morning,  and  as  he  did  not  appear 
one  morning  suspicion  was  aroused,  and 
then  a  few  villagers  went  to  his  place  in 
the  afternoon,  and  found  him  aa  ha  had 
been  left  by  the  masked  robbers.  The 
room  was  in  confusion,  and  the  floor  be¬ 
neath  his  chair  was  burned  nearly 
through.  The  legs  and  bottom  of  the 
ohair  were  also  burned.

By  a  vote  of  ninety-six  yeas  to  140  nays  the 
House  refused  to  suspend  the  rales  to  take  up 
the  foil  wing  resolutions : 

Heeolwd,  That  the  constitutional  authority 
of  Congress  to  coin  money  and  to  regulate  the 
value  thereof,  and  of  foreign  coin,  does  not  in¬ 
clude  the  authority  to  issue  the  paper  of  the 
government  as  money  ;  and,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  House,  the  Constitution  nowhere  con¬ 
fers  on  Congress  the  power  to  iesue,  in  time  of 
peaoe,  the  promises  or  obligations  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment  as  a  legal  teuder  in  payment  of  debts. 

Resolved,  That  tny  legislation  touching  the 
legal-tender  currency  of  the  government  should 
keep  stoaJilj  in  view  the  resumption  of  specie 
payment,  and  should  tend  to  enhance  the 
value  of  that  currency,  for  the  resumption  of 
which  tbe  faitb  of  the  United  States  has  been 
pledged  to  its  citizens. 

Mr.  Buckner  (Dexn.).  of  Missouri,  from  the 
judiciary  committee,  reported  back  the  Senate 
amendments  to  the  bill  to  pay  the  interest  on 
the  3  65  bonds  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  with 
a  recommendation  that  they  be  non-cQucnrred 
in,  and  that  they  be  referred  to  a  conference 
committee.  He  made  that  motion,  and  it  was 
agreed  to. 

Resolutions  were  adopted  to  inquire  iuto  the 
ooDneotion  of  the  United  btatea  minister  at  the 
oourt  of  8t.

This  mistake  Mr.  Lyudo  asked  anani- 
mons  consent  to  have  corrected,  but  Mr.  Kas- 
son  (Rep.),  of  Iowa,  objected,  saying  that  the 
bill  placed  the  whole  creditor  class  of  the 
oountry  in  the  power  of  the  debtor  class.  The 
bill  the  re  foie  goes  te  the  Senate  with  that  im¬ 
perfection  in  ir. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate  an¬ 
nouncing  tbe  action  of  t  iat  body  in  regard  to 
the  death  of  tbe  late  Senator  Ferrv’,  of  Con¬ 
necticut.

An  interesting 
feature  in  the  proceedings  was  the  fact  that 
Mr.  Garfield,  in  lieu  of  any  remarks  of  his 
own,  read  a  speech  whioh  had  been  prepared 
on  the  subject  by  Mr.  Starkweather,  of  Oon- 
necticut,  himself  since  dead.

The  execution  of  Owen  Lindsay  at 
Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  says  the  New  York 
Herald ,  was  attended  by  an  unusual 
circumstanoe  where  guilt  was  undoubt¬ 
ed— the  persistence  of  the  doomed  man 
in  asserting  his  innocence  to  the  last. 
Tho  story  of  the  murder,  the  finding  of 
the  body  of  the  murdered  man  and  the 
history  of  the  trial  are  equally  remark 
able.  Conviction  was  obtained  upon  the 
evidenoe  of  an  accomplice,  who,  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  own  showing,  shared  the 
guilt  as  well  as  the  plunder,  And  now 
comes  a  doubt  whether  Lindsay 
justly  hangedafter  all— not  a  very  strong 
doubt,  it  is  true,  but  one  which  shows 
the  danger  of  hanging  men  upon  tbe 
testimony  of  accomplices  whose  evi¬ 
dence  enables  them  to  escape  the  gal¬ 
lows.

The  city  of  Philadel¬ 
phia  had  reoently  obliterated  several  of 
its  streets  to  make  w^y  for  an  iron  ship¬ 
yard,  which  would  begin  work  with  an 
order  for  a  hundred  foreign  going  craft.

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The  Small  Farm  System. 

Some  one  interested  in  maintaining 
the  superiority  of  the  small-farm  system, 
goes  to  the  oensus  for  faots  to  sustain 
his  theory,  with  the  following  good  re¬ 
sults  :  Of  the  2,659,086  farms  recorded 
in  the  last  oensus  6,875  were  under  five 
acres  ;  162,024,  five  acres  and  under  ten; 
891,607,  ten  acres  and  uDder  twenty  ; 
847,674  ,  twenty  and  under  fifty  ;  754,- 
221,  fifty  acres  and  under  one  hundred, 
the  remaining  portion  ranging  from  a 
hundred  to  a  thousand  acres  and  over. 
Twelve  of  the  States  have  farms  that 
average  less  than  126  acres  in  extent, 
while  in  some  States  the  average  runs  up 
to  nearly  500  acres.  While  the  total 
value  of  farms  in  the  United  States  is 
put  down  at  $9,202,809,361,  the  value  of 
these  twelve  amall-farm  States  foots  up 
$5,407,587,178,  or  nearly  three-fifths  of 
the  total,  while  the  area  of  the  State*  is 
less  than  one-fifth  of  the  area  of  the 
whole  oountry.  These  figure*  may  be 
taken  as  a  sufficient  proof  of  the  supe¬ 
riority  of  small  farms  over  large  ones. 


Abolishing  Custom  Houses. 

The  secretary  of  the  United  States 
treasury  has  decided  to  recommend  the 
abolition  of  all  custom  houses  in  M1* 
United  State*  where  the  amount  of  ex¬ 
penditures  for  the  past  year  were  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  the  receipts.  In  accordance  with 
this  idea  the  aooounts  of  the  various  cus¬ 
tom  houses  have  been  carefully  exam¬ 
ined,  and  the  secretary  has  decided  to 
ask  that  fifty-seven  of  these  useless  in¬ 
stitutions  be  abolished.  The  largest  ex- 
oess  of  expenditures  over  receipt*  for 
any  one  custom  house  was  at  Browns¬ 
ville,  Texas,  where  the  expenditures  for 
the  year  were  $66,977.86,  and  the  re¬ 
ceipts  $42,472.18,  leaving,  a  deficiency  of 
$24,506.68.  Of  the  New  England  States 
Maine  loses  seven  custom  Massa¬ 

chusetts  four  and  Rhode  Island  two. 
TCie  custom  houses  at  New  Albany,  Ind., 
8t.  Joseph,  Kansas  City,  Keokuk, 
Selma,  Ala.,  and  other  inland  cities  will 
be  abolished.  New  York  State  will  lose
